Vera 'Jruz, Mex., Nov. 9. -General 


Carranza has issued at Corboba a dc- 
cioc promising that tlie import 
and 


other taxes collected at Vera Cruz by 
the Americans since the\ have been in 
control ot that seaport 
will not be 


levied again by the Mexicans after tho 
American evacuation. 


General Carranza however, makes no 


reference to the demand made upon 
him that those Mexicans 
who have 


been in the employ of the American 
ruthoritlos at Vera 
Cruz, bo 
given 


guarantees of protection. 
The decree 


was issued at Corddba where General 
Carranza is in Conference with a com- 
mittee from the Auguas Calientes con- 
-venHon. 


The proface to the decree refers to 


the i>etition, circulated in Vera Cruz, 
risking the American forces to with- 
draw trom that city, and says that 
since the residents of Vera Cruz have 
manifested a willingness to reject that 
proposition demanded of them by tho 
United States, the chief of the consti- 
tutionalists is disposed to have their 
wishes fulfilled.

ple acted on their own responsibility 
and not because of

military observers, a reversal of the 
•oles ol the contending armies.

iv the victorious armies of 
Grand 


>uke Nicholas, the Russian command- 
jr-in-chief in the field, the

miles from Berlin. 


It is true that there was a brief 
ius&ian invasion 
of East Prussia 


lng the eaily stages ot the war, 


while the French have for a long time 
.eld their twsition in Alsace; but the 
atest development in the Russian ad- 
'ance, if the interpretation placed on 
t in London, is not all wrong, is the 
most important of the campaign up' to 
he present time. 
It is mere speculation cf course, to* 


say that Germany 
may 
be 
forced 


forthwith to retire from Belgium, or 
even cease her offensive in this arena. 
In certain areas of France and Bel- 
gium th» allies are taking a vigorous 
offensive, out It is too early yet to 
predict that Germany will not renew 
her smashing tactics in an effort to 
break through the line and that there 
will not be much hard fighting around 
Ypres. 


In any event, Gorman 
retirement 


from Belgium probably would be very 
slow, as the forces of Emperor \\'ll\- 
iam have made the entire country be- 
hind their battle line one vast fortifi- 
cation with trenches even mon: c.iro- 
fully prepared than those they are still 
holding in Prance.

in security, for a significant message 
from Pe;rograd announces that Kusoia 
may defer the invasion of Germany 
until her historic mission toward the 
Bosphorus is accomplished.

is the actual plan of the Grand Duke 
Nicholas, the Russian commander-ill' 
chief, the Russians may be content to 
hold their present positions along the 
German border while making an ag-

Persistent reports continue to reach 


London that the Germans are sending 
heavy reinforcements to their western 
lines. News of a contrary nature, to 
the effect that the Germans are pre- 
paring to retreat through 
Belgium, 


also is rife, but the experts seem to 
place more credence on the reports of 
reinforcements nnd the coming week 
is looked forward to as one of the most 
Ttiicial of the war. 
Cossack raids across the German 


border continue and 
Berlin now ad- 


mits that the Russians are well be- 
yond thf river Warthe. 


Tho HusMan advance has been made 


over bad roads at the amazing rate of 
14 miles daily and the German retreat 
has now passed Czernstochowa with- 
out stopping. The Russian line is well 
back of the Warthe between C*ern- 
?tochowa and Kallaz. 


Another Petrograd report states that 


Czernstochowa Is still held as the last 
iorman position in Russia but that 
this is regarded as untenable. 


The latest Paris official cominunfea- 
ion states that the invaders are con- 
•«ntratins; their activity about Ypres 
without as yet achieving any result 
The allies are reported as holding 
h"ir own everywhere on the Atsne.

Kansas City, Nov. 9.—More girls 


go wrong because of home conditions 
than for any other reason, asserted 
Miss Margaret E. Luther, superin- 
tendent of the Florence Crittendon 
home, New York City, in an address 
Before the International Purity Con- 
ress here today. 
Miss Luther, who 


spoke on "The Girls Who go Through 
:he New York Courts," pointed out 
hat most of the girls with whom the 
courts have to deal are not more than 
18 years of age. 


"Statistics show that the larger 


number of girls who go wrong are 
not alone in the world," she said, 
'nor are they all wage earners. Girls 
come to us from all stations and all 
conditions of life. 
In most of the 


cases the minds are polluted in early 
hildhood. Home conditions are re- 
sponsible. Out of 450 girls recently 
brought before the New York Wom- 
n's Night Court 289 were not more 
than 18 years of age, while 116 of 
hem were only 16 years old." 


Stories of locked doors and bar- 


red windows in connection with white 
slavery are largely imaginary accord- 
ng to Miss Luther. 


"The men who live on commer- 


cialized vice are the men you see 
standing on the street corners," she 
Continued. "Their victims are usually 
silly little girls they win by wiles. 
And the girls thus 
enslaved, 
soul, 


nind and body, are worse than any 
thysical slave. A judge recently told J 
nc that 50 per cent, of the men he 
had sentenced for white slavery werej 
ess than 22 years old. Honie condi-I 
lions are responsible for this situ-1 
ation."

would be a general agreement to it. 
He is known to still favor primary 
law, 
but investigation lias impressed 


on him the difficulties of the techni- 
cal details. 


The chief 
difficulty 
encountered 


by the president has been that 
of 


fixing a date for 
the 
presidential 


primaries. 
Primaries now are held 


on different dates in the state, and 
the question has been whether the i 
legislatures can change the state pri-1 
mary dates before 1916. Separate 
state and national primaries, he has 
been told, would prove very expen- 
sive. 


The president has not yet begun 


work on his next message to con- 
gress, but It is considered doubtful 
whether he will mention the presi- 
dential primary question. He is ex- 
pected to dwell on the necessity for 
economy in appropriations and 
to 


urge the passage of the Philippine 
bill, the Alexander ship purchase bill 
and several remaining conservation 
measures. 


Presidential primaries, rural cred- 


its, railway 
securities and 
othei 


questions are expected to be left over 
because of the brief duration of the 
session. 
The president now has no 


intention of calling an extra session 
after March 4. 


The general expectation of Demo- 


cratic leaders is 
that presidential 


primaries, although provided for in a 
number of states, will play an impor- 
tant part in the 1916 campaign, but 
that the final choice of the party 
nominees will be made again at con- 
ventions. 


The administration was endorsed 


at several Democratic state conven- 
tions prior to the congressional elec- 
tions and the friends of the presi- 
dent are already at work with his re- 
nomination in mind. 


As a result of gains the Republi- 


cans made last week politicians here 
are discussing the names of numer- 
ous party lenders ab possible presi- 
dential candidates.; The presidential 
primary question plays an important 
part in such discussions.
